To Go to Church? 

Church-going is not necessarily a 
good act. Worship may be a quite 
wicked deed. Most people are slow 
getting that into their heads, They 
think that one act of worship on 
Sunday wil somehow make up for a 
lot of bad behavior Monday through 
Saturday inclusive. But it is not so. 
The first person in history to see 
and to say that worship need not be 
good and can even be very bad, was 
none other than the prophet Amos. 

The Israelites to whom he 

spoke were what we would call 
a church-going people; they 
were certainly temple - going. 
They followed the same ritual 
that was used in Jerusalem, 
they offered tithes and sacri- 
fices, they kept the Sabbath, 
they attended the feasts and 
they observed the fasts and they 
sang the sacred hymns, 

Yet Amos denounces the whole 
business, and condemns the wor- 
shippers as guilty sinners. What 
was wrong?

It Looked All Right 


EADERS of the Old Testament 
will remember that at Bethel, 
where the Israelites had one of their 
principal temples, golden calves 
had been set up to represent Jehov- 
ah their God. Now even though the 
people worshipped the true God, 
surely it was wrong to worship him 
in the form of an animal, 

The form of their worship was all 
wrong, much further wrong than 
any form of Christian worship is 
today; yet Amos does not condemn 
them for worshipping in this mis- 
taken way. Never once anywhere 
does he say a word about the gold- 
en calves, And if he does not say 
anything about a big thing like gold- 
en calves, still less does he have 
anything severe to say about less 
important departures from ‘good 
form’’ in worship. 

He does not condemn the peo- 
ple for having the wrong hymn- 
book, or for not having a good

What Was the Trouble? 

HE TROUBLE with those people, 

the thing that made their wor- 
ship sinful, was not some defeat in 
the act of worship itself, There was 
nothing they could do, Amos can 
think of nothing they could do, to 
“improve the worship program’’ as 
we would say, 

The trouble with those people was 
not in church at all. It was on the 
outside. Almost alone in his time, 
a voice in the wilderness—for no 
one paid him any real attention— 
Amos, speaking for God, told the 
Sabbath - keeping, church-going, 


hymn-singing, tithing citizens of Is- | 
/ rael an important truth. 


Religion, in short, cannot be 
shut off from the rest of life, as 
nearly everybody then thought 
and as too many people now 
think. Worship is simply no 
good if it is not lined up with a 
good life, a life good by inten- 
tion and effort. 

Jesus underscored this same 
point. If you are at the very altar of 
God, in the act of offering him a 
gift, and remember that your broth- 
er has something against you, go 
and make matters right with your 
brother before you offer the gift. 
See your brother before you see 
God! Or else God will not be at 
home to you.

Termite Invasion Endangers 
Vatican’s Valuable Records 


NEW YORK.—An invasion by 
white ants at the Vatican not 
long ago caused concern for the 
safety of the Holy City’s valua- 
ble archives, according to the 
Times of London. 

The insects first were noticed 
in the apartment of Cardinal Gio- 
vanni Mercati, librarian and 
archivist of the Holy Roman 
Church, and in the adjacent 
courtyard of the Pappagallo, 
near which the archives of the 
Vatican secretariat are kept. 

The termites evidently had 
been doing their constructive 
work for a long time, for in the 
cardinal’s apartment a ceiling 
beam had cracked and threat- 
ened to collapse.

ST. LOUIS. — Researchers are 
perfecting a supersonic dental drill 
that is supposed to be painless, it 
was reported today, 

The new gadget is airdent, a 
device that eliminates the pain of 
a conventional drill by shooting a 
stream of gas and abrasive at the 
tooth. 

Airdent first was brought to 
public attention in 1945 by its 
originator, Dr. Robert Black, Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex. Now hand-tooled 
models of the device are being 
tested at college dental schools, in- 
cluding Washington University 
here. 

Washington researcher's said that 
so far results with the new drill 
had been encouraging. They said 
some of the voluntary patients did 
not agree airdent is entirely pain- 
less, but most say it is an amazing 
improvement over regular drills. 

The colleges are working to take 
any bugs out of the instrument be- 
fore it is put on the market, and 
to develop possible improvements 
in the present working models. 

The main apparatus of airdent 
resembles a conventional drill, 
but it never comes in contact with 
the tooth. 

Another part of the apparatus 
is a thick rubber hose with ea metal 
mouthpiece at the end. This acts 
like a vacuum cleaner to suck the 
abrasive from the patient’s mouth.

— The Nobel prize of 
152,289 Norwegian crowns ($21,889), 
given for efforts to promote peace, 
will not benefit its recipient one 
dime’s worth financially because 
he's going to use it all exclusively 
in efforts to promote peace, 

The winner of the prize, Lord 
Boyd Orr, is convinced that hunger 
is the root of just about everything 
and the 69-year old Scot wants to 
do everything possible to increase 
the world’s food production, That's 
why he declines to profit from the 
prize—not even to the extent of a 
new hat, 

A respected authority on nutri- 
tion} a former director-general of 
the United Nations food and agri- 
cultural organization, Lord Orr is 
a political philosopher who likes to 
pack wisdom into snappy epi- 
grams, World peace is his passion, 

“Not that I wouldn't fight if some- 
thing vital or sacred was threat- 
ened,’ he says, ‘but I don’t want 
to, It’s so unnecessary.” 


Food Is Answer 
His formula to end wars can be 
squeezed into one word — food. 


“Feed the people and they won't 
fight,’’ he says. 

He insists that “hunger is the 
greatest politician of them all,’’ 

Lord Boyd Orr is an earnest man 
with a mission 
elderly, weather-beaten physician, 
or a professor, or sn up-country 
politician, or a farmer in town for 


the agricultural convention. In fact | 


he has lived, or is living, in all 
these roles. Much contact with the 
world has not erased entirely his 
Ayrshire manner of speaking.

British to Test Endurance 
Of Sailors in Cold Weather 


LONDON.—The British admiral- 
ty plans to set a group of sailors 
afloat for three to five days in 
small life rafts in Arctic gales to 
test ability of men to survive in 
wintry seas. 

Six to 10 men were to set out in 
new type naval life floats during an 
Arctic gale with air temperatures 
of 14 to five degrees. 

Wearing survivors’ suits, the men 
will be exposed twice to the below- 
freezing weather for periods of 
from three to five days. They will 
be given two sets of rations—one a 
complete, 3,000 calory diet; the 
other a minimum of 1,500 calories, 
including toffee, dehydrated fruit 
block, biscuits and condensed 
sweet milk. 

Each man will be given about 
one pint of water daily, but the ad- 
miralty hadn’t decided whether the 
water would be carried in tins, or 
converted from sea water,

Rocket Moon Trip 
In Next 50 Years 
Seen by Scientist 

LINCOLN, NEB.—Some day, suy 
about 50 years from now, a space 
ship may make the 240,000-mile trip 
to the moon and return to earth 
within 24 hours, 

That is the belief of J. P. Colbert, 
professor of civil engineering at the 
University of Nebraska. He is con 
fident that science will solve the 
problem of fueling a giant rocket 
Ship for the expedition by about the 
year 2,000. 

According to Colbert's  predic- 
tions, the ship will take off at an 
almost perpendicular angle and 
hurtle through the air at the neces 
sary seven-mile-a-second “escape 
speed."* Once the ship is clear c! 
the air surrounding the earth, he 
Said, its rockets can be cut off ana 
it can coast through space a part of 


| the time. 


He estimated the journey will take 
about nine hours. 

The aircraft will have to land 
stern first, Colbert said, using its 
rockets to break the impact of the 
landing. 

The arrival on the moon will be 
timed for the ‘‘dawn line,’’ just as 
that planet’s 336 hour ‘‘day’’ is be- 
ginning, Colbert said. The temper- 
ature there reaches the hotter than 
boiling point of 214 degrees when 
the sun is directly overhead, he 
noted, and the two week long 
‘nights'’ get as cold as 215 degrees 
below zero. Therefore men must 
plan to arrive at the most temper- 
ate time, he explained. 

Astronomers believe men can re- 
main safely on the moon one or 
two hours before beginning the re- 
turn voyage, Colbert said. 

The take-off from the moon will 
be far easier, he said, since its 
gravity is only one-sixth as strong 
as the earth's. 

Unmanned, guided missiles un- 
doubtedly will be used on test flights 
before a staffed expedition tries it, 
Colbert said. If these rockets were 
filled with an explosive, colorful 
substance to spatter the surround- 
ing area, the landing could be seen 
by strong telescopes on earth, he 
thinks, 


Colbert said it is reasonable to 
assume the last half of the century 
will see development of the fuel 
needed for the trip. 


“Look what we've done in the 


first half,’’ he said. “If anyone had 
tried to describe television or jet 
planes in 1900, people would have 
thought he was crazy.”

Field Stone Very Old 

The ‘Field Stone’ used through- 
out Cincinnati for ‘walls, rock gar 
dens and terraces is the old ocear 
floor of the Paleozoic and Cam 
brian ages. One small piece of this 
sedimentary rock contains thou- 
sands of fossilized specimens in- 
cluding ‘‘Skippy’”’ and his cousins. 
You can easily pick out the beauti- 
ful sprays of coral, perfect impres- 
sions of marine plant life and the 
fragile skeletons of minute deni- 
zens of the deep. Each small frag- 
ment is pure exploration for you 
never know just what you'll find. 
There is always the possibility that 
you'll find new secrets concerning 
these ages of long ago. 

The equipment needed for collect- 
ing these small fossils is no prob- 
lem, you can find it in the base- 
ment. A hammer, a screwdriver 
or chisel and one watercolor brush 
of the cheapest sort, will do. Since 
this sedimentary stuff is soft, many 
times you can pick out fine speci- 
mens with only a nail file. The 
brush will come in handy for clean- 
ing the finer details of the speci- 
mens. Once removed from the mat- 
ri.:, the fossils can be kept from 
crumbling with a coat of clear 
lacquer.
